JUVENILE COURTS. 


In view of the fact that Hong- 
kong ix shortly to have its Juvenile 
Courts, coupled with other mea- 
sures in the interests of youthful 
offenders, it is interesting to note 
some: of the provisions of a new 
Children's Bill which is at present 
before the British Parliament. The 
main Act governing the treatment 
of young offenders and children 
needing care and protection was 
passed in 1908, und it was rightly 
regarded as a landmark in tho 
history of juvenile legislation, be- 
cause for the first time it was re- 
commised that the problem of the 
delinquent child‘is different from 
that of the adult and needs special 
treatment in every respect. The 
new Dill, ino many partivulars, is 
based on the valuable report of 
the Committee on the Treatment 
of Youny Offenders, issued in 
1927. It marks another step for- 
ward, but in some quarters is not 


regarded as auficiently thorough, 


going in its provisions. 

One of the most important 
changes in the proposed legisla- 
tion is an improvement in the con- 
stitution of Juvenile Courts so 48 
to bring them more into line with 
the practice already adopted in 
the more advanced towns and jn- 
troduced in London by an Act of 
1920. Provision is made for a 
special rot of Justices specially 
qualified for the work, and it is 
further laid down that Courts 
shall not be held Police 
Court without sanction — from 
the Secretary of State. 
Another provision is the raising 
of the age under which children 
can be dealt with in the’ Juvenile 
Court from 16 to 17 years, The 
Courts are also to be given power 
to deal with all cases of neglect 
up to 17 years of age, instead of 
14 a6 at present, while the general 
powers of the Juvenile Courts to 
order whippings are abolished.

Another eriti- 
clam put forward fa that the Bill 
should , have raised the age for 
Juvenile Courts up to 21, instead | 
of 17 yenrs. The Young Offen- ' 
ders Committee, after stating 
that .2,000 of these youny poople | 
are sont to prison every year, Have | 
it os its considered opinion that 
“both in the public interest and 
for the welfare of the young of- 
fonder concerted, it appears to us 
to be the duty of the logislature 
and of the courts to sec that so 
far as persons under 21 are con- 
cerned, imprisonment is aban- 
doned ns far as possible.” 

AVhen we come to look into the 
general problem of the youthful 
offender, it will be recognised that, 
in the main, it in the whole pro- 
blem of poverty and social condl- 
tions.. The child who comes be- 
fore n Juvenile Court rarely comes 
from a,prosperous home; usunlly 
he jg from a home where the neces-. 
nity for the mother to go out, to 
work until Iste is imperative, or 
where desperate overcrowding 
conditions exlat—homes In which 
{here can be little control over the 
children. Until there is a wip- 
Ing out of these slum areas, Wo 
cannot expect the young criminal 
to disappear. In “the meantime, 
much will depend on the spirit in 
which the new Bill is operated, 
once ft becomes law. Above all, 
there is‘ wide power invested in 
the Lord Chancellor to make rules’ 
for the Juvenile Courts, and this 
lends to the hope that a way will 
be opened up for real consultation 
botween the Court. the parents, 
the probation officers, and all 
others interested in the child's 
welfare. : 


America’s Politfes 


America’s intimation that her 
delegates to world economic 
conference would not be able to 
give their views freely on tarifts 
and the redaction of war debts 
until after the Presidential elec- 
tion is a remarkable confession.

iy utterly without intelligent com- 
prehension of economic, financial, 
or. international problems. A 
leader of one of the partics said 
very frankly not long ago that 
while every intelligent man knew 
that there waa no longer any hope 
of the payment of the interallied 
debts, and that while many in- 
tellfgent men believed that their. 
cancellation would so stimulate 
international trade a8 to be in the 
end a source of profit, even to the. 
creditors who surrendered thelr 
rhirhts, any public man who, ad- 
vocated such—a—meaaure, or who 
admitted the impossibility of such 
payment, would sign his own 
political death warrant, Some-

What it does mean is 
that there should come out of the 
present depression and distress 
men with courage enough to 
enunciate a progressive, even a 
radical programme, for its correc- 
tion, and stand ready to sacrifice 
thelr political futures, if neces- 
sary, in its defence.

What he had been do- 
ing didn’t look in the lenat im- 
portant, Sheets of paper scat- 
tered over his bix desk had been 
covered with a name copied many 
tlmes—E, Drelli . . BE. Dreillf 
... & Dreilli.. . . 

Finally’ the big blonde indus- 
trialist drey out an important- 
looking document and studied it. 
His high forehead was furrowed 
with a ‘frown, hig blue cyes dull- 
ed by sleepless nights of worry. 
He may have noticed that his hand 
shook ‘a little, but he stendied it 
with an effect as he bent over the 
document and wrote for the Inst 
time, “E. Drelli.” 

He took the paper, together 
with a copper plate etched swith’ 
the likeness of.an Italian bonde, to 
a printer-engraver. “Here is 0 
matter so important I must at- 
tend to it myself,” he explained 
confidentially. Io want . you to 
print this text with a border from 
this plate. Print 42 of them, Say 
nothing of this, It isa secret be- 
cause of the strained relations be- 
tween Italy and France.” 

‘Aa he rode back to his office, he 
must have known that the people

M. Kreuger! How tired he ap- 
pears, planning his big deals .

They never could have dreamed 
that their idol had just executed 
the grentest single fraud,on re- 
cord—the forgery of $100,000,000 
worth of securities. 


An Unreal Figure. 


Not even his suicide last March 
could shatter the romantic glamor 
that had grown up about the man. 
Only now, as the investigations 
proceed, is the world learning to 
Jcnow the real Kreuger. 

It was natural that 
have become the centre of misin- 
formation and fanciful legend, 
for he seems to have made him- 
aclf, deliberately, 0 remote an 
myaterious figure, When he spoke 
at all, he was shy, almost diftident. 
He dreaded reporters, had no 
spokesman. American knew him 
better than his own Sweden, for 
it was in New York that he grant- 
ed his only lengthy interviews and 
made his only public address.

Almost constantly — travelling, 
Krouger saw fit. to maintain 
apartments ‘in New York, Berlin, 
Paris and London, Staffs of do- 
mestics kept these placcs kon- 
gstantly in readiness for the great 
man or his guests: 

The Paria apartment where he 
shot himself was not 4 ‘particu- 
larly sumptuous place, but at that 
time he had under construction, 
in the heart of Paris, a.now busi- 
ness building topped by a pent- 
house fairyland. : 

Designed primarily as tho head- 

quarters of the Banque de Suede 
et de Paris, it was nearing com- 
pletion when his suicide brought 
the work to a halt, Every stone 
was specially .cut and numbored 
imported from Swe- 
den. Elaborate vaults, strong is 
na fortress, already have been in- 
stalled in the aub-basement. 

Plans called for a magnificent 

private apartment on the roof. 
There was to be an open Bummer 
garden, and a winter garden filled 
avith exotic plants and flowers, 
aviaries for rare birds, and a ter- 
race from which he could contem- 
plate the delightful old Place Ven- 
dome and. its central column top- 
ped by a statue of his only idol— 
Napoleon.

Ivar Kreuger. They say, too, 
that there was a kindly one. He 
once declared that so far as he 
knew no employee of his companies 
ever had been discharged. He 
wags reported to have declined a 
tempting offer of Russian match- 
wood because some of his men 
would be deprived of jobs. He 
gave generous bonuses to’ .his 
aigdea—and six of thom have been 
arrested as accomplices In his 
chicanery. 2 


Not Eccentric. 


He had few personal eccentri- 
cities. It is not : true that the 
Match King never carried mat- 
ches, Nor did he, as legend has 
it, always carry © million kronen 
in his pocket. On the contrary,” 
due to hia forgetfulness of de- 
tail, he sometimes found himself 
unable to pay a tixi driver. , 

Despite hig penchant for speed, 
Kreugor had been pledged b his 
bankers to satay out of neroplancs.

been approved by the Government. 
The rules forbid anle of ice-cream 
unlésa approved by the, Govern- 
ment medical authoritics, alsoy 
all kinda of gelatine food 
(Liang Pun) with the  excep- 
tlon of acrated watera In bot- 
tles. Anyone violating these rules 
{a Hable to a fine not exceeding $6 
or five days imprisonment for the 
firat offence, and $15 for the second 
offence, or 16. days imprisonment. 
These rules became effective as 
from Inst Saturday, 

General Au Fon-po, the Provin- 
cial Financial Commissioner, has 
aubmitted certain schemes to nd- 
just the local finances, These have 
now been put into operation with 
the result that the value of the 
Central Bank notes has consider- 
ably advanced.

The Subject of Typhoons. 

You would probably be dissatin- 
fled if 1 ant down without touching 
upon the subject of typhoons. A 
typhoon is the local namo for a 
tropical cyclone; in the South 
Indian Ocean and the Bay of 
Bengal it is termed a cyclone, and 
in the West Indies, a hurrieane. 
The passage - of a typhoon ia at 
best a troublesome and uncomfort- 
able episode, but I have frequently, 
met neweomers anxious for the 
experience. Strangely enough, he 
(or she) usually expects something 
of the dramatic nature recorded in 
the writings, of those novelists 
who deal with the romantic isles 
of the South Pacj/Ne Ocean, The 
summary way disaster strikes 
these island communities makes a 
great appeal to the imagination, 
but) during. the passage of the 
majority of typhoons, the sequence 
of weather changes Inacks the 
dramatic character beloved of the 
South Sea novelist. 

It is most unfortunately true, 
however, that dramatic and tragic 
consequences are not unknown here, 
vbut usually the sam total of the 
average citizen's experience in dis- 
comfort, In spite of the wonderful 
expansion of Kowloon during recent 
years, this City of Victoria remaina 
the business centre of the Colony, 
and a large number of the Colany’s 
workers are faced with uncomnfort 
able or interrupted transport, while 
the high wind and heavy rainfall of 
atyphoon continie, For those whe 
have not necessarily to fare abrond 
the house become something of it 
prison, all windows and shutters ave 

olted and barred, but nevertheless 
Permit quantities of water lo enter 
through oo previowdy  unauspeeted 
cracks, leaks appear in roofa and

The older books state that vigor- 
ous convection of the alr in tropical 
reglons, ulded by the de- 
flective foree oof the enrth’s 
rotation are jointly — respon- 
wible for a spiral motion of the 
winds round a centre or vortex. 
This circulation attains a progres- 
alive motion through the agency of 
the upper currenta in the earth's 
atmosphere, und owes its energy to 
the latent heat of ita copious preed- 
pitation. Of late years much of 
this has been doubted particularly 
{he vortical nature of the central ree 
gion, much that is destructive | has 
been written, and ttle that fa con- 
structive, It seems advisable 
therefore to turn to the remainder 
of the question, where by renson of 
actual observation we are on 
durer groand,

Typhoons (oyelones or hurri- 
cennos) originate between 10° and 
18° datitude aver the oceans to the

npproximation of the typhoon track 
may be gathered from the nature of 
the cloudy. If the track is to the 
south of Hongkong, the clouds are 
detached and move from N, or N.E., 
while the visible blue sky is clear. 
if the storm fa hending ‘north = of 
Hongkong, the sky is more com- 
pletely covered, the clouds move 
from N,or NW. and are less sharp- 
ly defined owing to haze. The tem. 
perature is higher than in the 
former case, 

During the passage of a typhoon 
south of the Colony, the wind veers 
from North through Kaat to South; 
during a passage to the North of 
the Colony the wind backs from 
North through West te South. In 
the former case rainfall is plenti€ul, 
in the Jatter, the rainfall although 
pleritiful, ia sometimes not ex- 
perienced until the typhoon has 
rane ashore: En beth cases the 
chanyes in wind direetion are quice 
ker, (he nearer the centre of the 
typhoon passes to the Colony, and fn 
the rare cases when the typhoon 
passes directly over the Colony 
ne gradual change oof wind dirve- 
tion is discerned, the wind ecasing 
abruptly as the central calm ap. 
proaches, recommencing§ suddenly 
from the opposite direction as the 
central calm passes, 

The damage done by the sterm 
depends on the velocity of the wind 
combined with the heavy rain, The 
combination invarinbly finds — the 
weak points of buildings, causing 
breakage and leaks, and is espectal: 
Iy fatal to trees, the roots of which 
do nat penetrate deeply into — the 
earth, Falling: trees and fiving de. 
bria cause havoe with overhead 
wires for electric light, telephones, 
ete, These services are now mainly 
carried underground, and inter 
tion is rare, Whatever the seve 
of the storm, As the wind for 
increases, the waters of the harbour 
are dashed into foam, and much 
Water is cust up on the different 
pray causing damage to the road 
arface, Small craft hurry to shel- 
fer at the earliest sign of 
their occupants being well aware 
that. destruction is the probable lot 
of those who linger, Steamships 
leave the harbour when possible and 
anchor in one of the adjacent bays. 
All steam upon their anchors to re- 
lieve the strain of the wind and sea, 
The necessity, for this was exem- 
mifled in 125. when the Loongsang 
beings without steam — drifted 
through the harbour and sank near 
the praya. 

The progress of the typhoon may 
be-estimated by observing the fall 
of the barometer,, A gradual fall 
and recovery signify that the centre 
ix at a considerable distance, whilst 
a sharp decline and recovery ind) 
cate Hs comparative nearness. In 
the majority of cases the highest 
wind velocity will be experienced as 
the barometer begins to rise, and 
sharp fluctuations will be noticed 
during the more severe squalls, 


Distinctive Features. « 

There is much that could he sid 
on this aubject, but considerations 
of time forbid, Of the many local 
sayings concerning typhoons, some 
are correct but many ure not, oW- 
ing to the impossibility of generaliz- 
ing upon phenomena no two of 
Which seem to be alike, Ench ty- 
phoon bas its distinctive features 
and Rotarians would do well — to 
disregard the local sayings entirely 
and rely upon the signala and ree 
ports jasued by the Hoyal Obser- 
vatory for their information. 

In this connexion, it should he 


realised that when typhoons are at | 


n considerable distance from the 
Colony the announcement of their 
positions depends upon reporta re. 
celved at considerable — intervals, 
seldom more than four times dally. 
There fs no possibility of giving in. 
termediate positions, except by es- 
timation from the assumed directlon 
and velocity, When, however, the 
typhoon is affecting: the barometers 
and unemometers sat the Roya) Ob- 
serviatory and the outlying light. 
houses of the Colony, its progeresys 
can be much more definitely noted, 
All information is passed to — the 
public without delay, and telephoni« 
requests to the Director for the 
latest information can only result 
in unnecessary repetition, and the 
engagement of the lines for such 
purposes results in the frequent de- 
lay of messages of general interest, 

Without unduly stressing these 
remarks, I should like to appeal to 
those instititions ete, which have 
definite rules of procedure when the 
different signals are hoisted. The 
individual responsible for the carry. 
ing out of these instructions tries 
(probably most innocently) — to 
throw thé responsibility upon the 
Observatory by seeking to obtain 
information as to when the signals 
will be vaised or lowered in. order 
that he may intelligently anticipate 
events, This shows praiseworthy 
zeal, but is somewhat unfair to my 
staff and myself, 

Storm warnings are the cause of 
mich inconvenience and loss of 
valuable’ time in the commercial 
activities of this port, but they 
should be regarded as an insurance 
premium against possible disasters;

ROTARY, TALK,

weather prophet and his work aa 
told by Mr. C. W. Jeffries, F.RAS.,, 
Director of the local Observatory, 
nt the weekly tiffin of the Rotary 
Club. : :

Though the title of this address 
is somowhat after the atyle of 
those delivered by Messrs. Champ- 
kin and Howea-Smith, [cannot 
hope to emulate the bright man- 
ner of either, but I trust to hold 
your nttention for a brief period, 
and shall endenvour to comply 
with the request ofa distinguished 
listener and refrain from being 
“scientific,” 

Meteorolagy 
selence, This statement 
‘made many years ago, and, 
spite of the many advances of 
recent years, it is stl true, Tn 
fact the meteorologist who has the 
duty af forecasting fs not regard- 
ed as an exact’ person at all, He 
is told so frankly by all sorta of 
people, hia efforts are criticised 
and he is the recipient of more 
chaff than any member of — the 
community, A sunby disposition 
and placid temperament — are 
essential if a weather prophet is 
to function professionally, and 
continue to dwell amongst his 
fellow mortals. To am convinced 
that all the old time hermits starl- 
vd life as weather prophets, and 
after careers of varyinge length 
and invarinble failure, retived to 
snug caverns, and grew lone 
beards in the hope of dissuising 
themselves. 

In many ways, however, we are 
tn hardier race to-day for the 
modern prophet does not retire in 
disguat to a cavern, he walks 
boldly into-the club, hoping every- 
one has forgotten what an in- 
eflicient individual he is, and aa 
I can state from experience he 
often gets "away with jt, Never- 
theless there is one occasion when 
he should be left severely alone, 
and that is when, having stated 
that the weather will improve, and 
mn that firm belief betaking him- 
self to Fanling, he experiences 
with other members of the golf 
club the felicity .of watching 1 
steady downpour of rain for the 
‘whole of the time that play is 
normally possible. It saya much 
for us that no casualty has ever 
been recorded when the prophet 
has been reminded of his prohecy. 


; Prophet Not Spared. 

“Shop” ia usually regarded as 
beings somewhat outside the pale 
of conversation during heurs of 
relaxation from toil. Ig — the 
weather prophet spared? Not he. 
How can he expect to be when the 
weather is the never failing topic 
of conversation with us all. Yet 
it seems a little harsh sometimes, 
for. your prophet often belies the 
old adage that “He who fs weather- 
wise ois seldom otherwise’. I 
have known him to have a fair 
knowledge of interesting and im- 
portant topics, such as angling, 
stamp collecting, golf or the 
league prospects of the Arsenal. 
T suggest therefore that you en- 
courage him to speak of other 
things, in ofder that he may con- 
tinue to appreciate the soc! tty of 
hia fellow men, and not relegate 
himself to solitude. I once knew 
a weather prophet who as nearly 
us possible became o hermit.

conatruct a weather map in great 
detail requires a large number of 
simultaneous observations, and in 
the Far East these are not avail- 
able... The weather - maps there- 
fore .can only exhibit the broad 
features of pressure distribution, 
and it is to the impossibility of re- 
producing the more detailed fea- 
tures that the failure of many 
forecasts ig due. It must be re- 
membered that, although certain 
types of weather accompany cer- 
tain forms of pressure distribu- 
tion, without the details, errors 
ure likely to occur. An essential 
feature of successful forecasting 
is the ability to anticipate the pro- 
bable changes in pressure distri- 
bution, and here again with only 
the broadest features delineated 
on the map before him, the fore- 
cnater frequently errs. Sir Napier 
Shaw has epitomised the matter 
asx follaws: : 

“The practice of weather ford- 
casting depends mainly upon con- 
clusions derived empirically from 
the study of synoptic weather 
charta, Its rules are partly 
formulated and partly exercised 
by the subconscious induction of 
prolonged experience.” 

Before leaving this part of the 
Subject, I must explain that the 
rearcity of observations to which 
l have referred is only ‘relative. 
Actually we are in receipt of re- 
ports from 45 to 60 stations twice 
daily, but the diMculty of the pro- 
blems becomes apparent when it is 
remembered that the stations are 
irregularly distributed over some 
8 million square miles. The ob- 
servations are received free «of 
charge to the Hongkong Govern- 
ment from the weather Burenus of 
the Far East, by the generogjty of 
the Eastern Extension and Great 
Northern Telegraph Companies. 
Several gratuitous radjo services 
ure recelved, among which the 
collection of observations trans- 
mitted personally by Fr. Gherzi of 
Siccawel deserves honourable men- 
tion and our moat grateful thanks. 
The weather services of Japan, 
Formosa, the Philippines and ‘Indo 
China send with great promptitude 
daily, the wireless stations at 
Pratas {8 an invaluable ‘outpost 
and the light houses at Gap Rock 
and Waglan vigilant sentries on 
our behalf. Finally the Colony 
owes a debt to the masters and 
officers of the mercantile marine 
who have sent copies of their logs 
for nearly 50 years, Many vessels 
how communicate their observa 
tiond by radio telegraphy and 
when requested, observe hourly for 
our benefit.

JUVENILE COURTS. 


In view of the fact that Hong- 
kong is shortly to have its Juvenile 
Courts, coupled with other mea- 
sures in the interests of youthful 
offenders, it is interesting to note 
some of the provisions of a new 
Children’s Bill which is at present 
before the British Parliament. The 
main Act governing the treatment 
of young offenders and children 
needing care ana protection was 
passed in 1908, and it was rightly 
regarded ag na landmark in tho 
history of juvenile legislation, be- 
cause for the first time it was re- 
cognised that the problem of the 
delinquent child is different from 
that of the adult and needs apecial 
treatment in every respect. The 
new Bill, in many particulars, is 
based on the valuable report of 
the Committee on the Treatment 
of Young Offenders, issued in 
1927. It marks another step for- 
ward, but-in some quarters js not 
regarded as sufficiently thorough- 
going in its provisions. 

One of the most important 
changes in the proposed legisla- 
tion is nn improvement in the con- 
stitution of Juvenile Courts 80 a8 
to bring them more into line with 
the practice already adopted in 
the more advanced towns and in- 
troduced in London by an Act of 
1920. Provision ids made for a 
special rota of Justices specially 
qualified for the svork, and it is 
further laid down that Courts 
shall not be held ‘in a Police 
Court without sanction from 

{the Secretary of . State. 
Another: proviafon -is the raising 
of the age under which children, 
Zan be dealt with in the Juvenile 
Court from 16 to 17 years. The 
Courts are also to be given power 
to deal with all cases of neglect 
up to 17 years of age, instend of 
14 n6 at present, while’the general 
powers of the Juvenile Courts to 
order whippings are abolished. 
There are many. other excellent 
provisions, but there are also mat- 
‘ters which have not been dealt 
with at all, such, for example, as 
the provision of Observation Cen- 
tres or Central Remand Homes, 
which wore, in-a sense, tho pivot 
on which many of the recommen- 
dations of the Young Offenders 
Committee turned. Tho Bill alao. 
differs in another important res- 
pect from tho recommendations 
of tho Committee in that it does. 
I not provide that offences proved 
Lor admitted in the Juvenile Court 
os HO onyictions.

America’s Polities 


America’s intimation that her 
delegates to a world economic 
conference would not be able to 
give thelr views freely on tarifta 
and the reduction of war debts 
until after the Presidential elec- 
tion is a remarkable confession.

But the testimony of. hia Inti- 
mates shows that Kreuger loved 
luxury and speed, and had a flair 
for romance. Ho simply confined 
his whoopee-making to his own 
domain, They. say his “only weaok- 
ndsses”' wore champagne and 
beautiful women. But so caroful- 
ly, or perhaps bountifully, did the 
bachelor industrialist guard his 

rivate affairs, that not ono of 
hem ever has been aired in court. 

He acquired control of a big 
night club in Stockholm, but is 
paid uever to have gono there. 
Tho entertainers, instead, some- 
times went to Kreuger'’s private 
parties, Incfdontally, that club 
now is dark and bankrupt. Its 
clientele went broke along with 
the billion-dollar collapse of the 
Kreuger “empire.” ; 

The silent Swede had half a 
dozen housps or apartmonts In 
Stockholm and its suburbs, and a 
lonely retreat on a tiny island in 
the Baltic. A yacht and tho flcot- 
est speedboat in Sweden wero 
moored at his private dock. Ho 
bought and drove the fastest cars. 

The Match King once declared 
that the rules of his success were 
silence, more silence, and still 
more silence. He  applicd them 
even to his Stockholm office build- 
ing, which, thickly carpeted: and 
swith insulated walls, was nearly 
as quiet at the height of a. busy 
day as it is now, following the de-- 
bacle. 

In addition to his. luxurious 
business office, Kreuger had a 
“silent room” where ho never, un- 
der any circumstances, was to be 
disturbed. Only he and the jani- 
tor had keys” ts the room, and 
there he secluded himself to make 
hia wily schemes and to study the 
few records that ho kept of his 
manifold manipulations. 

Almost constantly travelling, 
Krouger saw fit to maintain 
apartments in Now York, Berlin, 
Paris and London, Staffs of do- 
mestics kept these places _kon- 
stantly in rendiness for the great 
man or hia guests: ‘ 

The Paris apartment where he 
shot himaelf was not a particu- 
larly sumptuous place, but at that 
time he had under construction, 
inthe heart of Paris, a now bus!- 
neas building topped by a pent- 
house falryland.. :

AUTHORITIES TAKE 
- PRECAUTIONS 


‘Canton, June id, 

Owing to the recent serious ott- 
break of cholera in Canton, rules 
governing the sale of {ce-cream, 
cold drinks and perishable fruits 
and uncooked vegetables have been 
submitted to theSCanton Municipal 
Government by the Bureau of 
Safety and Health. These have 
been approved by the Government. 
The rules forbld sate of Ice-cream 
unless approved by the Govern- 
ment medical authoritics, also 
all kinds of — gelatine food 
(Liang Fun) with the — excep: 
tion of nernted waters in bot- 
tles. Anyone violating these rules 


‘is Hable to a fine not excceding $6 


or five days imprisonment for the 
first offence, and $16 for the second 
offence, or 15 days imprisonment. 
These rules became effective as 
from last Saturday. 

General Au Fon-po, the Provin- 
cial Financial Commissioner, has 
submitted certain schemes to act 
just the local finances. These have 
now been put into operation with 
the result that the value of the 
Central Bank notes has consider- 
ably advanced. It is hoped that 
the financial nuthorities will soon 
be able to redeem the bank-notes 
of $1, $10 and $100 which are at 
present at a discount. 

The 4th meeting of the Bureau 
of Eduention was held last Friday, 
Mr. Luk Yau-kwong, Director of 
the Bureau taking the chair.

A 
typhoon js the local name for a 
tropical cyclone; in tho South 
“Indian “Octan and the Bay of 
Bengal it is termed a cyclone, and 
in the West Indica, a hurricane. 
The passage of a typhoon is at 
best u troublesome and uncomfort- 

. able episode, but I have frequently 
met neweomers anxious for the 
exporience. Strangely enough, he 
(or she) usually expects something 
of the dramatic nature recorded in 
“the writings of those novelists 
who deal with the romantic isles 
of the South Pacifle Ocean.

earth, Falling trees and fiving de. 
bris cause havee with overhead 
wires for electric light, telephones, 
ete, These services are now mainly 
carried underground, and interrup. 
fon is rare, whatever the severity 
of the storm, As the wind force 
increases, the waters of the harbour 
are Inshed into foam, and much 
water is cast up an the different 
prayas, causing damage to the rond 
surface.Small craft hurry to shel. 
ter at Che carliest sign of danyet, 
their oceupznrts betag well aware 
that destruction ix the probable lot 
of those who linger. Steamships 
leave the harbour when possible and 
anchor in one af the adjacent buys.

Distinctive Features, x 

There is much that could be anid 
on this subject, but considerations 
of time forbid, Of the many local 
sayings concerning typhoons, some

which seem to be alike. Euch ty- 
phoon has-its distinctive features 
and: Rotarians would do well — to 
disreyatd the focal sayings entirely 
and rely upon the stgnala and xe- 
ports jasued by the Royal Obser- 
vatory for their informaticn.

lay of messages of general interest. 

Without unduly stressing these 
remarks, T should like to appeal to 
those institutions ete. which have 
definite rules of ‘procedure when the 
different signals are hoisted, The 
individual responsible for the carry. 
ing out of these instructions tries 
(probably most innovently) — to 
throw the responsibility upon the 
Observatory Dy seeking: to obtain 
informition ax to when the signals 
will be raised or lowered in order 
that he may intelligently anticipate 
events, This shows praiseworthy 
zeal, but ia somewhat unfair to my 
staf and myself, 

Storm warnings are the cause af 
much inconvenience and — loss, of
